Humor is a higher, liner, 
and more genial thing than wit. ll is a 
combination of the laughable with ten- 
derness, sympathy, and warm-heai ted- 
ness. Pure wit is often ill-natured, aud 
has a sting ; but wit, sweetened by a 
kind, loving expression, becomes hu- 
mor. Wit is usually brief, sharp, epi- 
grammatic, and incisive, the fewer 
words the totter: but humor, consist- 
ing more iu the manner, is diffusv, aud 
words are not spared in it. Caiiyle 
says, " The essence of humor is sensi- 
bility, warm, tender fellow-feeling with 
all forms of existence ;" and Mas, oi 
Jean Paul's humor, that " iu Rieliter s 
smile itself a touching pathos may lie 
hid too deep for tears." Wit may to 
considered as the distinctive featuro of 
the French genius, and humor <»1 the 
English ; but to show how difficult it is 
to carry these distinctions out fairly, we 
may note that England has produced a 
Butler, one of the greatest of wit uid 
Franco ., Moliere. one of tho greatest of 
humorists. Fun includes all those

In spite of Mr. Lever 
aud Lady Houstone, . wc tolieve that 
civilized society is specially suited for 
the display of refined wit. Under such 
conditions satire is sure to flourish, for 
the pen takes the place of the sword, 
and we know it can slay an enemy as 
surelv as Btccl. This notion owes its 
origin it part to an error in mental per- 
spective, by which we bring the wit of 
all ages to one focus, fancying what was 
really far apart to have been close to- 
gether, and thiiB comparing things which 
possess no proper elements of compari- 
son, aud placing as it were in Bp p o sfM oM 
to each ^ther the accumulated broad 
and well-storied -tapestry of the past 
it it the Meet me moments of our day, 
which are but its still accumulating 
fringe. Charles Lamb will not allow 
any great antiquity for wit, and apos- 
trophizing candle-light says, " This is 
our peculiar and household planet ; 
wanting it. w » at savage, unsocial nights 
must our ancestors have speut, winter- 
ing in caves, and unillumiucd fast- 
nesees ! They must have laid atout 
and grumbled at one auother in the 
dark. What repartee could have pass- 
ed, when yon must have felt about for 
a smile, and handled a neighbor's cheek 
to to sure he understood it?

A correspondent writing from Dres- 
den, Saxony, of the winter season in 
that iyty of favorite resort with Ameri- 
cans and English visitors, mnkea sonm 
interesting revolutions concerning the 
ways and manners of our countrymen 
and country women there.

While retalrlTbg many of tb-Mr rtntnrsl

still endeavor to do in Saxony ss - 
Saxons do; but it Is with great re- 
luctance, and generally with indiffci 
encc, it is stated, tl it American aud 
English strangers are received into the 
home life of the Snxou gentry. Of 
social relations aud acquaintance to- 
tween those of the English-speaking 
tongue and the natives thers may bo 
said to to none ; but as the former seek 
Dresden, as they declare, to famihanz 
themselves with the Germans, their 
language and modes of thought, they 
haunt the public gardens, sip tea and 
chocolate, and the ladies of the part., 
stich and knit during the pauses of th 
sipping, to the great astonishment m 
the Germans, who can not understand 
what they mean by bringing their fancy 
work with them, and why they do not 
drink beer instead of tea. But a reo 
cause of complaint against American 
in Dresden is that their extravagance ii' 
expenditures has camed the raising. o.

How to Trap Eats. 

The best and cheapest wsy to catch 
1 ;•' I that I have ever known, is to "elect 
the place most frequented by them, and 
take a common post auger and bore a 
bole in the frround from six to eight 
inches in diameter and three feet deep, 
lie move all the earth that has been 
. . ..vated, and all straw or sticks 
entirely away, leaving the other sur- 
'.-••undings as near as possible the way 
yon found them. It the weather is dry 
and it is hard for the rats to get water, 
pour a little around the trap ; if there is 
plenty of water, put a very little wheat 
flour around it. You now have one of 
the best rat traps ever known. In their 
wanderings at night for food and water, 
many of the rats not seeing the trap 
will fall into it, and raising a cry, 
others coining to their relief will fall in 
also. I have seen as high as sixteen 
caught in one night, among which were 
all sizes, from the common mouse to the 
lull grown rat. When they are once in, 
it is impossible for them to escape, as 
they can neither dig, climb nor leap 
out. 

To get them out of the trap, take a 
small stick and place on the end of it a 
large wire with a sharp iroiiit, made in 
the shape of an arrow head. This, 
when stuck in them, will hold them 
until you can carry them away some 
distance from the trap to kill them. 
Try the above plan, and if yon do not 
succeed in catching rats I shall never 
say "rat trap" to yon again. — Central

Evils ^ Over Activity.. 

Pascal j[said that most of the evils of 
life arose from " man's being unable to 
sit still in a room - ;" and, though I do 
not go that length, it is certain that we 
should have been a far wiser race than 
we are if we had been readier to sit 
quiet — we should have known much 
letter the way iu which it was best to 
act whesj»we came to act. The rise of 
physical science, the first great body of 
practical truth provable to all men, ex- 
emplifies this in the plainest way. H 
it had not been for quiet people, who 
sat still and studied the other sections 
of the cone, Jf other people had not sat 
still and studied the theory of infinitesi- 
mals, or other quiet people had not sat 
still and worked out the doctrine of 
chances, the most "dreamy moonshine," 
as the purely practical mind would con- 
sider, of all human pursuits ; if " idle 
star-gazers " had not watched long and 
carefully the motions of the heavenly 
Ixxlies — our modern astronomy would 
have been impossible, and, without our 
astronomy, " our ships, onr colonies, 
our seamen," all which makes modern 
life modern life, could not have existed. 
Ages of sedentary, quiet, ^thinking peo- 
ple were required before that noisy ex- 
istence began, and without those pale 
preliminary students it never could 
have been brought into being. If we 
consider how much science has done 
and how'much it is doing for mankind, 
and if the over-activity of men is proved 
to be the eaaae v#y science cai 
late into the world, and is so small and 
scanty still, that will convince most 
people that onr over-activitv is a very 
great evil. But this is only part, and 
perhaps not the greatest part, of the 
harm, that OTer-aj^ivity do- 
have said, it is inherited from times 
when life was simple, objects were 
plain, and quick action generally 1. d to 
desirable ends. If A kills B before B 
kills A, then A survives and the human 
race is a race of A s. Bnt the issues of 
life are plain no longer. To act rightly 
in modern society requires a great deal 
of previous study, a great deal of assim- 
ilated information, a great deal of sharp- 
ened imagination ; and these prerequi- 
sites of sound action require much time 
and, I was going to say, much " lying 
in the sun," a long period of ".uere- 
passiveness. " Even the art of killing 
one another, which at first particularly 
trained men to be quick, now requires 
them to be slow. A hasty gem ral is 
the worst general nowadays ; the l>est 
is a sort of Von Moltkea who is pa- ive, 
if any man ever was passive ; who is

formation as to the best way of killing 
people than any one who ever lived.

The Norfolk sheep were indigenous 
in the countries of Norfolk and Suffolk. 
The horns were large and spiral ; the 
bodies long; the loins narrow with a 
high back and thin chine ; the legs long, 
black or gray. They were of a wild, 
roving disposition, and not easily con- 
fined within any but strong inclosures. 
Tlie wool of the original breed was 
short, and the fleece weighed from two 
to two and a half jiounds. 

The agile form of these sheep, ena- 
bling them to move over a large space 
of ground with little labor, was a vast 
advantage to the old Norfolk farmers, 
many of whom were possessed of large 
•acts of heathland. which they had no 
means of bringing into cultivation ex- 
cept by the assistance of the fold. Mr. 
Marshall characterizes them, in his ac- 
count of the Norfolk husbandly, as be- 
ing singularly well adapted to the soil 
and system of management prevalent in 
that country, thriving upon heath and 
barren ■hotip wT¥n_ where nine-tenths 
of the breeds in the kingdom would 
starve, standing the fold perfectly well, 
yet fattening freely at two years old, 
and beariug the journey to distant mar- 
kets with comparative ease. Mr. Kent, 
in his survey of the same country, has 
been equally warm in their praise ; yet, 
notwithstanding testimonials in their 
favor, they have long In-en giving way 
to the Southdown or Sussex-down, or 
Norfolk and Oxford-down breeds, and 
the old Norfolks are a nearly extinct 
raee. 

The Wiltshire breed were distin- 
guished by large spiral horns bending 
downwards, close to the head. They 
were perfectly white in their faces and 
legs ; and long Komiui noses, with large 
open nostrils ; were wide and heavy in 
the hind-quarters, and light in the fore- 
quarter and offal. The quality of the 
fleece was that of clothing wool or mod- 
erate fineness, averaging nearly three 
pounds in weight : and the carcasses of 
the weathers, when fat. usually weighed 
from 70 to 5K) jKmuds.

These are needed, but the 
cultivated mind is far more important.

The Influence of the Gulf Stream on 



It has been asserted lately that the 
Gulf Stream has no influence upon 
storms, thrrtjthey liave no tendency to 
noi toward it or to run upon it, and 
tle»t what geographers and seamen have 
always said about thftGulf Stream .as a 
" weather breeder " and " storm king " 
is absurd. I think it can be demon- 
strated tliat this well-known popular 
belief is not absurd. 

It is an oliservation as old as Aristotle 
that the storms of the middle latitudes 
in the Northern hemisphere advance 
from west to east. This is obviously 
partly due to the fact that the winds on 
their eastern sides are southerly, that 
they come from the equatorial regions, 
and hence are highly charged^ith aque- 
ous vapor. This vapor is absolutely a*. 
sential to the sustenance of the "storms 
Moreover, the law of storms reqnires 
that the southerly winds should enter 
the storm-vortex on the eastern side, 
and as this is the side on which the 
greatest quanity of vatior is found, and 
the side of greatest condensation, of the

Experience in Butter-Making. 

•> — — 

A correspondent of tho Cincinnati 
Gazette, in answer to an inquiry, gives 
hi views as follows : 

It is asked — Does not the washing of 
butter cause the loss of its aroma ? We 
are sure — no. It has nothing to do 
with it. It simply washes the milk out 
more readily, and saves labor in work- 
ing out the buttermilk with a paddle. 
It rather assists in retaining the aroma 
ttnd the grain "07 rue imtu-i. xne mutt 
with many butter-makers, they work the 
butter too much, thereby destroying 
both the grain in it and the aroma also. 

For the benefit of young butter- 
makers we will give some of our prac- 
tice and experience in butter making. 
Our milk-house stands with the floor 
elevated about one foot above the sur- 
face of the ground ; 10 by 12 feet, and 
nine feet high ; with two screen win- 
dows in the centre, on either side, ex- 
tending from the floor upward 4 feet, 
and 2 \ feet wide. It has glass windows 
same size, hung on hinges on the inside 
to shut out the freezing air in cold 
weather. But when the weather is not 
severe the air has free circulation all 
over the surface of the milk, conse- 
quently the milk remains sweet longer 
and the cream raises better than in any 
other under-ground cellar or house ; 
we always use two gallon tin milk pans, 
and do the milking in tin buckets. We 
churn in an oak chum, of the old dasher 
kind. Never let the milk stand over 
thirty-six hours in the summer, or for- 
tv-eight hours in the winter. If it 
should stand longer in the former case, 
the cream would get too sour ; in the 
latter, too bitter ; and of course the 
butter in either case would be spoiled 
before it was churned. Wash the but- 
ter, before salting, as soon as churned ; 
salt and set away without working till 
cooled ; then work well, but not too 
lonjr. Set away over night, and in the 
morning work out all the milk, and roll, 

or pack, as desired. 

If the above directions are observed 
there will l>e no complaint for want of 
good butter the year round. It will be 
yellow, high flavored with aroma, and 
w.dl grained.

Ventilation of Cupboards. 

It the sanitary arrangement of houses, 
even for the richer classes, the ventila- 
tion of cupboards is neglected. In 
places let out as tenements, closets are 
the receptacles for bread and the frag- 
ments of various other kinds of food. 
Often the dirty clothes are put away in 
these places waiting for the washing. 
It is therefore important that air should 
be plentifully passed through such cor- 
ners ; generally, there is but little ar- 
rangement made for this pnrpose. The 
doors are kept close without any perfor- 
ation. .There are no ventilators in the 
walls, and, in consequence, those places 
become cases of polluted air, which, 
when the doors are opened, escapes over 
the apartments. This defect is visible 
in nearly all houses of old date ; and 
while looking at some houses of recent 
construction, it js seen that, although 
care had generaSf been taken to ventil- 
ate staircases and rooms, the cupboards 
are in this respect neglected.

Apple -Trees on the Red Clay Land. 

In an interesting description of Mr. 
Peters' farm, iu Gordon county, Georgia, 
Mr. Howard .-ays j 

Mr. Peters' apple trees planted on 
red clay have gradually died out until 
almost the whole orchards is destroyed. 
He strongly dissuades those desiring to 
establish permanent apple orchards 
planting the trees on red laud. The ob- 
servation runs over the period iu north- 
west Georgia from 184(1 to the present 
time. Trees planted on grey or bottom 
laud have survived and done wetl. 
Trees on red land, on the contrary, 
have perished. They grow luxuriantly 
for ten or twelve years and then decay. 
The excess of iron in these red lands is 
probably the cause of the short life of 
the apple tree. 

Red clay lands, similar to those in 
Gordon county, Georgia, are so exten- ' 
sive on the Atlantic slope in the south- 
ern States, and in the ' valleys west of 
th« Alleghanies, that we may well study 
their relation to fruit-trees, as the ajv- 
ple and pear (not to name others) and 
to wheat, clover, timothy and other im- 
portant crops. I set out an orchard in

four hundred Shockley apple trees, 
among others ; and since my connection 
with the Southern Cultivator in 1847, 
my attention has been more or less 
turned to the natural defects and re- 
sources of the red clay hills, plains ami 
val leys of the south. Numerous analy- 
ses of these clays justify the remark 
that they contain, generally, twenty 
times more iron than lime ; while near- 
ly one-half of the ash found on burning 
the wood and bark of the apple tree is a 
lime salt. In the absence of lime in 
proper quantity, iron in clay is apt to 
run into an acid salt like copperas and 
do harm, especially on ground whose 
subsoil is compact, and not sufficiently 
drained when cultivated. This iron 
salt (copperas or sulphate iron,) is de- 
composed by an application of lime, 
amr gypsum is formed while the iron 
becomes harmless, being quite insolu- 
ble, but before, very soluble. One of 
the founders of the first agricultural so- 
ciety in New York in the last century.

sion of all cyclones. It must be con- 
ceded that the pressure of vast aerial 
currents does serve to force the meteor 
along with them as the river eddy is 
carried down stream with the water cur- 
rent ; otherwise it is impossible to ex- 
plain the westward progression of tropi- 
cal hurricanes. While yet in the band 
of easterly trade winds the storm will 
invariably work its way or be propagat- 
ed towards the most humid region, un- 
less mechanically borne in another di- 
rection by the great atmospheric cur- 
rent in which it is often imbedded as an 
eddy in a river. The cyclone tracks 
over all the oceans lie in Ce central 
hands of the great ocean currents of 
high tempeiature ami great evaporation, 
and the band of cyclonic violence is of- 
ten beautifully coterminous with the 
sharply marked edge of the Gulf 
Stream. Thus, in the 1'acitic, the Loo- 
choo Islands lie just iu the patli of the 
Kuro Siwo, the great Pacific Gulf 
Stream of the Japanese, and are visited 
by the m.sst fearful typhoons ; but the 
Bonin Islands, in the same parallel, but 
on the extreme margin of the Kuro Si- 
wo, have very mild and moderate 
storms. "If a storm commene'cs any- 
where in the vicinity of the Gulf 
Stream, it naturally tends toward that 
stream because," as Loomis says, "here 
is the greatest amount of vapor to be 
precipitated, and when a storm has 
once encountered the Gulf Stream it 
ooutinues to follow that stre>am in its 
progress eastward." Vessels and Jap- 
anese junks, dismasted in gales off the 
Asiatic coast, have been drifted for 
many days in the current of the Kuro 
Siwo to the coast of California, just as 
West India lieans, eocoannts, and vege- 
tables have been drifted to Iceland, 
( ireetiland. and Rpitzbergen, on the ex- 
DfOOn of the Gulf Stream. Accord- 
ing to all meteorological observations 
of the tracks of storms, we are warrant- 
ed in believing that cyclones and hurri- 
canes do, as a matter of fact and atmos- 
pheric law, run on the hot currents of 
the sea as naturally as the water-course 
clings to its bed. Practical seamen, 
though unable to explain the fact are 
always on the lookout for these furious 
gales when sailing on the axial lines of 
the Gulf Stream, on the hot Mozam- 
bique current < thu Gul f Stream of the 
Indian Ocean, ) and on the dark super- 
heated waters of the Kuro Siwo of the 
Pacific. 

So dangerous nud disastrous are the 
storms which course along the Gulf 
Stream that sailors avoid it, ami the 
American Sailing Directions ami those 
of the British Admiralty advise all ves- 
sels, sailing from the West Indies to 
New York or Liverpool, to beware of 
taking advantage of its current, al- 
though it would help them along from 
three to four miles an hour. Close ob- 
servation has traced these storms con- 
tinuously from the Florida coast to New 
York, through Redfield's labors, and 
thence to England, through the record 
of the Cunard steamships, and thon- 

sands of detached observation. — Science 
Monthly.
